"To-night," he said, "I was called 


into the play room to quiet dowu the pupils 
In regard to a little trouble that bad 
occurred between Wolpert and Superin- 
tendent Failor. Wolpert seemed to be the 
cock of tho roost and by sign language tried 
to prevent the other pupils from communi- 
cating with me. A scuffle ensued between 
me and Wolpert, which was soon terminated, 
Some of tbe boys claimed that *». Failor had 
shot at Wolpert In tbe dining room. Prof. 
Blattner said that be took the revolver from 
Mr. Failor and there were no loaded cartridges 
or empty shells in the chambers.

from the high street. The house is recog- 
nized the moment It comes in sight. Every 
one has sccii pictures of the building, but rec- 
ollections of these pictures would be of little 
awlstance were »wisHu>ce needed in prompt- 
ing the memory now, for all of them, all at 
least that I had soon, were executed In days 
when Shakespeare's birthplace worea very 
different appearance. The prints I was 
famlhar with depicted a somewhat tumble- 
down, weather-worn edifice, one of a row of 
like tumble-down, 
we»tuer-worn edifices, 


with the highway running up to its very walls, 
and having two boards thrust out from the 
front to meet at an angle «nd inform those go-

The old houses that, had been its 
neighbors and companions for generations, 
that had shouldered up against it <"id leaned 
on it through ever so many succ«Hlons of the 
seasons, have all boon bought, pulled down, 
and their fragments carted away.

of-tbelr-fellowshlp-was- toD-greati-a spark 
from the pipe of some honest cobbler, it 
matcn still smoldering as it dropped from the 
hands of tbe grocer's girl, and Shakes- 
peare's birthplace might bave been dis- 
persed to the four winds as so mncn smoke 
and the ashes of so ranch charred wood 
and blackened masonry. Ho grocer's shop 
and cobbler's booth have vanished, and In 
their place a neat garden surrounds the 
house and t trim railing wards It off from 
the encroachment of tbe sidewalk.
